' HaTana, March ST.— Tha chances 

for the carrying throtigh of the reci- 
procity treaty appeared slender Thurs- 
day night, unless the United Enatea 
foremment concedea the right to the 
Onhaa aenato to provld* ttat the 
troaty shall not be effective unleaa It 
la ratified by the United Statea con- 
greea during the present year. 

The senate committee on foreign 
relationa met Thursday afternoon and 
deelded to r^rt FMday in favor of 
the adoption of all the amendmenta 
added by the United States senate to 
the treaty, but also to adopt a sepa^ 
rate proviaion as an accompaniment 
to the effect that the ratification mnat 
be completed before December SI. 

The chairman of the foreign rela- 
tione committee, Senor Buatamento, 
made a statement to a press repre- 
sentative at the aeesion of Tbursday'a 
meeting, at which ware beard the rep- 
reaentative of the .commercial a&d 
manufacturing interaata, all of whom 
fllTored the ratification of the amend- 
ed treaty and urged that It be made 
effective as early as possible. During 
the aftemo<»i, sold Senor Bustamento. 
the committee were Informed of the 
coDtenta of a cable firom Secretary 
Hay to the effect that the treaty could 
not now be amended, that the amend- 
ment covering the reference to con- 
gress applied only to the United 
Statea congraaa i^d giving aaauranoea 
of Prealdant Roosevelt'a intention to 
call a special session of congress prior 
to December. It wsia believed that 
these assurances, coupled with the 
unanimity with which the busineag 
BMi Hrho were conaulted, urged the 
fatiflcatloa of the treaty, would result 
in a favorable report unhampered by 
any condition, but the committeemen 
appear to believe that the condition 
that they reeomsieiid mill Bot injure 
the treaty.

They May Be Surrendered at Prieea 
Yielding to tha Inveatora An 
Ineeme ^f 2 1-4 Par Cent 
Per Annum. 

Waahington, March S7.-~The secre- 
tary of the treasury Thursday pub- 
lished a circular announcing that on 
and after April 1, 1903, ho will receive 
for refunding, under authority of Sec- 
Uoa 11 of the aet of Mlareh 14, 1900. 
to an amotint not mceedlng $ioo,ooo,- 
000. any of the bonda of the three per 
cent, loan of 1908-1918. and four per 
cent. fundo<l loan of 1907. They may 
be surrendered at prices yielding to 
the inreator an income of 2)4 per 
eent per annum and the new bonda 
will bo issued in exchange at a premi- 
um of two per cent. Accrued interest 
on both old and new bonds will be cal- 
culated to date of exchange. 

There are now outatandlng about 
$97,000,000 three per cent bonda and 
$283,000,000 foura of 1907, which are 
affected by the circular Issued Thurs- 
day. There are also outstanding 
about $446,000,000 of the two per cent, 
console of 1980, issued under the act 
of Mardi 14, 1900. Theae two per 
cent bonds were iaaoed in 1900 at par, 
under provisions of the refunding act. 
If the new bonds were to be issued 
now at par there would be a profit to 
the ownera of the bonda, taking the 
preaent market valuatira aa a baais, 
of about four cent for the three per 
cent, honds surrendered, and about 
live and one-half per cent, for the 
fours of 1907. The secretary desires 
to obtain an eauitafole ahare of thia 
profit for the cvremment which la 
the reaaon for charging a premium 
of two per cent, upon new bonds to 
be iaaved.

Some delay in the delivery oi the Ken- 
tucky building souvenir buttona was oc- 
casioned by mounting them on cards. 
They were all ready the first of thia week, 
however, and every mail and ezpresa 
train out of Louiaville for Kentucky 
pointa ia carrying bnudlea of them to 
agenta eagerly awaiting the delivery. 
The delay waa unavoidable, bat it served 
admirably to whet the appetite of the 
public for the buttons, not that tliey are 
good to eat but good to look upon. 

The bnttona are mounted Uniw to a 
card for store windows, and for sale on 
the streets and on trains. The printing 
on these cards is in red, the wording being 
in four linea, as followa: "Kentucky 
building souvenir button. Every sale 
adds a dollar to "New Kentucky Home" 
fund. Help thia little to develop your 
State." Eight thousand of the buttons 
are mounted in this way, and 17,000 one 
to a card, with these two Ifnea: "I'm 
all yonra tor a dollar— Kentucky mnat 
have a home at the World's Fair. 

Every cent derived from the sale of the 
buttona will go into the erection of the 
Kentucky Building, the Kentucky Ex- 
hibit Association having decided to re- 
serve the fund which comea from the 
business element of the State— the com- 
mercial and induatrial life— for a com- 
plete display of Kentucky's products and 
resources in the main exhibit plaoea of 
the exposition.

An Official Inquiry Into the Death of 

Arthur R. Pennell, Who Was a 
Prominent Figure In tha Case, . ^ 
Will login Mondny. 

BufTalo, N. Y.. March 27.-1*0 in* 

qtipst into tho do.ath of Edwin L. BUT* 
dick, who was murdered just a month 
ago Thursday, in his home in Ashland 
avenue, ended Thuraday afternoon. 
At the Oloee of the Inqueat Judge Mur- 
phy announced that an official inquiry 
into the death of Arthur R. Pennell. 
■who has figured prominently In the 
Burdlck Inquest, would be begun on 
Monday. 

The Burdlck inqueat haa served to 
develop several theorlea relatlro to 

the crime. Rut tho Invostlgatlon haa 
not addfd anything more than an ap- 
pear an ro of reaaoaabllity to any of 
theae theoriee. 

Aaide ftam the failure of the an- 
thoritiea to aecure evidence bearing 
directly upon the commission of the 
crime to establish the identity of the 
murderer, there la a feeling of satis- 
faction that the name of Mr. Burdlck 
haa been lifted from the mire in which 
It waa llrat dragged, and that hia char- 
acter has been shown in its true light. 
The evidence brouRht out under tha 
examination of witnesses has shown 
Burdlck to have been a loving father; 
alwaya willing to aacrlflce his own hap- 
pineea and* pride for the aake of his 
children: that he waa the victim of 
false friendship, broken pl<'dges and, 
in face of it all, a forgiving, indulgent 
husband. 

The eftorta of the authorities to fix 
the crime upon aome one will not end 

with the Inqueat. At the aame time 

there Is now little hope of succeas in 
this tindertakinp. 

Judge Murphy said after court ad- 
journed Thursday afternoon that his 
Judgment in the caae would not ba 
handed down until Monday or per- 
haps later In the week. It la possible 
that he may Issue warrants for the ar- 
rest of "John D<)o" and ",Inno Doe." 
If Judge Murohy sees fit to take such 
action the district attorney will bo 
obliged to submit the whole caae to 
the grand jury. ' 

Three new witnesses appeared on 
the stand Thursday. They wore Rev. 
T/. M. Powers, pastor of tho c !nir< h of 
the Messiah, where the Burdlck family 
and Mra. Hull were regular attend- 
ants, and Detectlvea Cornish and 
roughlin. who were the first police- 
men to arriv<' at the nuidlck homo 
when the crime was discovered. Mrs. 
Hull, Carol Biinlick and Maggie Mur- 
ray, the Burdlck cook, were recalled 
to straighten out. If poaalhle, conlllct- 
Iner tostimnny Ki\''''n by them while on 
the witness stnnd. 

The reiiort of City Chemist Hill wa:^ 
read by the district attorney. It stat- 
ed that no poiaon waa found in tii > 
cocktail bottle or in the atomach of 
the dead man. and also that t^iere were 
no blood stains on the golf stick taken 
from tbe n\irdick borne after tbe mur- 
der, which elimirr»tes I lie t'olf >^tieK- 
as the possible weapon with which 

Burdlck waa killed.

THE CITY'S NEED. 

One thii)^' I'a.a become very apparent 
aa a result of the repeated outbreaks of 
smallpox in Maysville dnrini; the past 
year or ho, and that is that the city dcciIh 
an eruptive hospital for tbe proper and 
economical handling of the diteaae. A 
);ooiI , comfortable hniiding constrnctod in 
some out of the way place, on plane in- 
•nring tbe proper eanitation of the es- 
tabliabment and tbe humane care of tbe 
inmates, should he provided by the City 
Council, and th« sooner tbe better. It 
should be such a building that no one 
conld object to being removed to in case 
of sickncsB from smallpox. 

\ye don't want an old "shack" boxed 
np out of rongb boards, illy ventUatad 
and poorly warmed— a gloomy, cheerless 
place where no one wants to be removed. 
It'e bad enough to ba afflicted with tha 
disease, but patients would he rendered 
all the worse by being forced into uuch 
a draary diamal plana aa aoma of the 
paathotues of the State. We believe the 
taxpayers of Maysville stand ready to 
sanction the expenditure of any reason- 
able anm for the erection of a hospital 
that will be accredit to the city. 

l irrt Mich a hospital and provide 
physicians and an efficient corps of im- 
munaa as nuraaa and helps, and the city 
wiU then be in a position to proptrly 
handle any scourge that comes along, 
and that too without any disturbance 
whatever to the business intereats of the 
city. The loss sustained by the mer- 
cbanta of Mayavilla during tba past 
week of two would more thaa pay for 
such a hospital. 

With such a building the removal of 
people stricken with the disease could be 
pr(^niptly etTected, and the danger of in- 
ft. -inn thus centralized, and thus more 
etieciually combatted. Under praaant con* 
ditions, with patients in their homes 
scattered ahout the city, every case is a 
source of infection, and the proper treat- 
ment and care cf the sick neoeeaarily 
made more difluult and expensive. As 
louK as Huiallpox cards hang from the 
doors of residences here and there about 
the city liUKinees as goinj: to suffer, and 
the dandier uf infection increased. 

The Mayor and City Council should 
take hold of this question in a sensible 
and business like manner, and the pub 
lie will heartily commend them for doins 
ao. The high point on Herd's Hill has 
been suggested as an admirable location 
for such a hospital. It ia not likely that 
it will ever be used for any other pur 
poae. It ia far enough remored from 
residences to leave no danger from in 
fection, and being high bbove tbe city 
would lessen anyobjeetions tbateoold be 
raised to any other location.
